Influence on Amount of Food 


Required for Animal. 


The truth cf the statement that tha 


method of handling and the stable ac- 
commodations have a marked Influ- 
ence on the amount of food required 
;o keep a horso In good condition has 
been proven by investigations made 
in Columbus by the animal husbandry 
students of the college of agriculture. 
Ohio state university. 


These investigations have been car- 


lied on for several years, over 1,000 
head of horses being included. It was 
found that the concerns with the poor- 
est accommodations for their horses, 
and where the least care was given, 
were paying out largest amount for 
feed. 


The average cost of keeping horses 


In Columbus Is 40.1 cer.ts a day, and 
contrary to popular belief heavy ex- 
press horses are fed for nearly two 
and one-half cents less than 
light 


driving horses. The lowest cost waa 
$S?.02 per yvar in the cpse of an un- 
derfed animal, ar.d the highest cost 
was J22S.OI, a stallion being fitted for 
chow. 


One noticeable fact was the ab- 


eence of variety in the ration, the prin- 
ciple roughage being timothy hay the 
year round, and it was common to 
find this given in excess. Corn and 
oats constituted the principal grains 
fed. 
In one Instance a raving of 


$11.15 per animal, or a yearly saving 


up quickly. 


It Is best to feed 
the 
breeders 


bulky stuff, vegetables, cut fodder and 
clover. 


They love to saw Into cabbages, 


and this vegetable is a cheap and ex- 
cellent feed for either ducts or chicks. 


Meat must be given In Eonie form; 


they are more ravenous for meat than 
are hens.
